Urging better understand­ 
ing between business and 
government. P r e s i d e n t 
Kennedy said today his ad­ 
ministration did not want 
to take on the “added bur­ 
den** of having to set prices 
for individual products to 
keep the economy steady. 


Kennedy went before the U.S. 
Chamber (rf Commerce to defend 
his administration against charges 
it is “anti-business’’ and to em­ 
phasize the joint stake of man­ 
agement, labor and government in 
the fate of America. 
The time has come, he said, for 
business and government to stop 
throwing stones at each other and 
to pull together for a more pros­ 
perous United States 
His 23-minute address to Ute 
opening session (rf the chamber's 
50th anniversary convention was 
filled with overtones of hi* han­ 
dling of the steel price crisis ut 
which some businessmen accused 
him of setting prices in the indus­ 
try. 
The President said that with 
proper cooperation by all con­ 
cerned. he hoped such events 
would not be necessary in the fit- 
birt. 
"We have many burdens in 
Washington,” he said. "We do art 
want the added burden of deter­ 
mining individual prices for indi­
